George Engel was supposedly the last person to be legally hanged in 
Perry County, Il. Catherine Ritter (now deceased) was a little 
twelve year old girl in the school near the jail and she told me 
they sat in the classroom and heard the carpenters putting this 
gallows together for the hanging. 


Margaret Brown Mann said her father, Roy Brown, together with W. W. 
Winn and M. T. (Marshall Theopolis) Winn, better known as "Cap" made 
the gallows from which George Engel was to be hanged. They were — 
carpenters and may have been assisted by John Shock who sometimes 
worked eith then. 


This gallows was bolted together and made in sections. After the 
hanging, which took place the morning of October 18th, 1912, it was 
taken down and stored in the jail. No one knows at this time what 
ever happened to it. 


Tickets were issued for the hanging and Margaret does know that 
neither her father or the Winns cared to attend.

There is no record of George Engel's trial and conviction in the 
records of the Circuit Clerk. This took place in the DuQuoin City 
Court. 


Have not found the death certificate of George Engel but am sure the 
Coroner must have made a report of it. 


George Engel legally hanged at 9:44 A.M. on the 18th of October 1912. 
He was buried in the Catholic Cemetery beside his wife.

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The Last Hanging 
Held In Pinckneyville 


There. was a time when 
hanging was the most common 
form of capital punishment, 
and no doubt several early 
“horse thieves,” murderers and 
other criminals met their 
demise at the end of a rope. 
Probably the most famous 
Southern Illinois hanging 
occurred in the 1920s when 
mobster Charlie Birger was 
hanged in Benton. There was 
also a hanging, possibly the 
last one ever held, in 
Pinckneyville. 
October 18, 1912. 
George Engel was the man 
sentenced to death for the 
brutal murder of his wife, Rosa, 
her unborn baby and his wife’s 
sister which had occurred May 
29 of that year. The incident 
occurred in the home of Engel’s 
father-in-law, 


That day, Engel and his wife. 


had quarreled in their DuQuoin 
‘home and she had gone to her 
father’s house, also in 
DuQuoin. Engel soon sent one 
of his children to tell her to 
come home, but she would not 
do so. Apparently in a fit of 
rage, Engel went to the father- 
in-law’s home to get his wife. 
Engel was met at the door by 
his wife’s sister who told him to 
leave. Instead he took a butcher 
knife from concealment in his 
clothes and stabbed the woman 
in the heart killing her 
instantly. He then stabbed his 
wife in the back. She lived for

Upon pronouncing sentence, 
Judge Pope said, “The crime 
you (Engel) committed was a 
terrible one. It was brutal, 
unprovoked and utterly 
inexcusable: If you failed to 
retain the respect, regard and 
love of your wife, it was, ‘no 
doubt, your own fault. You had 
promised to love, cherish and 
protect her so long’as you both 
should live, You betrayed that 
trust. She had done nothing to 
forfeit the right to live upon 
earth; and when you ruthlessly 
slew her, you took that which 
you were not able to return, and 
the forfeit for the awful deed 
must be your own life.” 

“Itis a hard task for one man to 
sit in judgment over another— 
to utter the words that shall 
send that other man to an 
ignominous death upon the 
gallows. I deeply regret the 
necessity that compels me to 
utter those words; but under the 
laws of Illinois you have 
forfeited every right to live 
among men, and those laws say 
you must die,” the judge said, 
Engel was then taken to the 


jail in Pinckneyville to await 
the construction of a ‘Scaffold 
and his death. On the morning 
of October 18, a Friday, George 
Engel died. His hanging was at 
9:44 a.m, - 

Sheriff Sam Duncan read the 
death warrant in the cell as 
Engel listened, Engel then 
talked with a Catholic priest. 

Following a night of sobbing 
and steady use . of tobacco, 
Engel walked from his cell, 
smiling and smoking a cigar, 
When they reached the scaffold, 
Engel called out boldly, “good 
bye.” The hood was pulled over 
his head as Engel uttered, 
“hurry up.” 

The sheriff released the 
trigger, the trap door opened 
and Engel plunged through the 
Opening. Twelve minutes later 
he was pronounced dead. 

The body was taken to a 
nearby mortuary then buried in 
the Catholic Cemetery in 
DuQuoin next to his wife's 
grave—which was Engel’s 
request. Even though Engel 


- was visited by a Catholic priest 


during his last hours, he was 
not a Catholic and told the 
priest to tell others he was a 
Protestant.
